John Monger, a hod carrier, was shot 
through the ieft hand, and Bernard 
Goldstein was shot through the right 
leg. 

Joseph Steffens will likely lose the 
sight of his left eye, which was filled 
with shattered glass. 

The conductor of the car, E. . 
Brown, ang the motorman, E. A. Pur- 
cell, are at the city prison, and wil! be 
charged with murder. 

When the car left the ferry to pass 
out Mission street on its way to Polk. 
it was packe with passengers, in- 
cluding men rmyturning from work, and 
men and women who had been across 
the bay. 

The crowded car made it difficult for 
Conductor Brown to collect fares, and 


by the time that Polk street was 
reached, both he and the uncomfort- 
ably crowded passengers were in a

MAN TO BLAME.

| HAS CLOSE CALI. 


NARROWLY ESCAPES DEATH IN 
ACCIDENT AT MANILA. 


With Gov.-Gen. Smith He Is 
Thrown Violently from Carriage 
Inte Ditch—His Life is Saved by 
Presence of Mind of Detective Ac- 
companying Him. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
MANILA, Oct. 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Secretary Taft and Gov.-Gen. 
Smith of the Philippines, narrowly es- 
caped death in a runaway today. 
Their lives were saved by the pres- 
ence of mind of a detective, who seized 
the reins dropped by the terrified 
driver, and turned the horses Into a 
ditch just in time to prevent the ve- 
hicle from being smashed to fragments 
against a solid stone building. 

The Secretary and the Governor were 
returning from an inspection of Fort 
Willlam McKinley. The two horses at- 
tached to their carriage took fright 
at an automobile, which suddenly 
dashed around the corner, and they 
| bolted at mad speed. The reins fell 
from the hands of the panic-stricken 
driver and the janimals seized the 
bits between their teeth. The detective, 
who was on the box, seized the lines 
and exerting himself to the utmost he 
| pulled the steeds in a muddy ditch at 
the moment when the carriage was on 
the point of being dashed against a 
| storehouse on the roadside. 

The Secretary and the Governor were 
thrown with great force into the slime, 
which covered them completely, but 
they escaped withou: broken bones. 
They are badly shaken up, however, 
and will require several days to re- 
cuperate. The shock to Secretary Taft,

CAUSE OF WRECKS. 


TRAINS FAST. 
AS THOUGHTS. 


Moment’s Mental Collapse Is 
Blamed for Wrecks. 


Noted Scientist Gives Theory 
of Accidents. 


| Strain of High Speed Causes 


Nerve'to Fail. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES | 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A quarter second’s lapse of 
self-control on the part of a_ fast 
train's locomotive driver may chuse, 
any minute, a dreadful disaster. This 
is the opinion carefully expressed by 
Dr. Forbes Winslow, an eminent alien- 
ist. 

He believes that a large majority of 
the railway disasters in England, Iike 
this week's wreck at Shrewsbury, and 
the great Plymouth Express smash-up, 
are solely to be ascribed to the engine 
driver's loss of nerve power at a crit- 
ical moment. 

“The accident at Shrewsbury.” said 
Dr. Forbes Winslow to your corre- 
spondent today, ‘“‘was caused, in my 
opinion, by a swift mental collapse of 
the driver. Few ordinary men are en- 
dowed with sufficient nerve force to 
withstand the strain of driving an en- 
gine at the rate of aslxty or seventy 
miles an hour. 

“All the great railway disasters for 
which no sufficient cause has been 
found, have happened to fast ex- 
presses. The higher the speed devel- 
oped, the greater will be the number 
of accidents. This is shown by the 
appalling wrecks on American rail- 
ways. 

“I believe that the number of cases 
of mental collapse among American 
railway employés can be shown to be 
wholly abnormal. In England out of

Spinks 
and Mart are to »e detaimed as the 
city’s guests until the physicians can 
determine whether they have contract- 
ed the disease.

Four years ago the city voted bonds 
in the amount of $50,009 for the pur- 
pose of building a detention bospital. 
By the time the uildings were fin- 
ished it was found that the bond es- 
timate had been exceded about $15,- 
000, so this surn was taken from the 
street-maintenance fund and expended 
on the hospital. : 

The completion of the hospital proved 
to be the beginning of a riarked era 
of absence of. contagious diseases, 
During the last eighteen months there 
have been fewer cases of contagious 
disease in Los Angeles than in any 
other city of its population in the 
country. This was a fine record for 
the city, but the hospital buildings 
assumed the appearance of ua dererted 
Village. They had been so arranged 
that they could not be used for any 
other purpose. 

Before the city possessed a deten- 
tion hospital, the suspects were tak- 
en to some cottages out on the elge cf 
Elysian Park, and there tney were 
detained at an expense cf ahbeut $10 a 
week. To keep the present suspects in 
the Detention Hospital will cost the 
city about $20 a day. 

The Detention Hospital was planned 
to house 100 guests, but so much money 
was sperit on the ouildings that: me th- 
ing remained to furnish the apart- 
ments. After months of controversy, 
the Roard of Public Works finaliv con- 
sented to furnish six rooms in the 
“administration buiiding.” The ceot- 
tages remain as vacant und burn-like 
as they were when first finished.

RACTICAL POLITICS. 


Truth compels the recognition of. 
the fact that the average American 
citizen desires and intends to do his 
duty. But the same regard to truth 
forces the recognition of the other 
fact that he does not always carry out 
his intentions or gratify his desires. 
The neglect of these duties in politics 
on the part of so large a ratio of our 
citizens is the sufficient cause for all 
the bad government from which we 
suffer. If the grea® majority, who are 
indisputably intelligent and right- 
minded, would only attend to their 
duties in politics, we would have good 
government. 

Things that go awry often awaken 
impatience and resentment, and these 
feelings break forth in impractical 
plans for obtaining governmental re- 
form. It ig not the purpose in writing 
this article to more than suggest these 
thoughts. Its purpose is more im- 
mediate, important and practical. 

No one for a moment doubts that the 
Repubiitan party of the State of Cali- 
fornia is a Roosevelt-Taft party—that 
about three out of four Republicans 
in California are in favor of the nomi- 
nation of William H. Taft as the 
party's candidate for President in 
1908, if Mr. Roosevelt stays out of the 
reckoning.

The trouble with numberless young 
men of the times is that they too soon 
become saturated with a senseless and 
entirely. unwarranted conceit in their 
own importance. The moment they 
learn how to wrap a package of sugar 
er measure a yard of goods, they get it 
into their heads that they are “the 
whole works,” and that their employer 
ought to take them into partnership 
with him. They will not concede that 
they ought to render him sufficient

ACAPULCO GREAT PORT. 

The run south to Acapulco brings the 
ship to a prominent Mexican port, that 
is cut off entirely from railroads, and 
the trade with which has been a big 
paying business for the Pacific Mail 
ships for fifty years past. If these 
expensive ships can afford to make 
this port a regular call for all these 
ears, it is pointed out that the growth 
n trade and population warrant a new- 
comer in the pneld, run under a much 
less expensive itinerary. Such a line 
would inject the element, of competi- 
tion into trade, and ship and shipper 
would benefit thereby. Acapulco prom- 
ises ever to be the central aint of 
Mexican trade on the Pacific. 

Passing south to the Guatemalan 
coast, the port of Champerico is 
reached, and about seventy-five miles 
farther south, that of San José de 
Guatemala, in the same republic. In 
both ports a rich agricultural and min- 
ing territory is reached, and from San 
José a railroad runs through direct to 
St. Thomas, on the Gulf ofgiionduras, 
in the Carib Sea, and the trade 
possibilities here are enormous. This 
is a@ great coffee, fruit, tobacco and 
cattle country, and, like Mexico, is 
innocent of manufacturing plants of 
all kinds. It is a well-known market 
for machinery, and the easy circum- 
stances of the great plantation owners 
make it a fine market for all that goes 

to supply the needs of higher civiliza- 
thon. 

Farther south is Salvador, with the 
perts of Acajuula, La Libertad and La 
Union, all of which are considerable 
‘trading centers and distributing and

SIGNS OF OIL. 

In genera! the formation of the south- 
eastern quarter of Washington county 
is stratified sandstone, lime, gypeum 
and shale, slightly tilted by the uplift 
of granite ranges, and dipping norih- 
easterly. The-strata are generally in 
place and very regular, and are ex- 
posed in cliffs of a thousand feet by 
erosion and by a break called the 
“Hurricane fault,” which cuts the for~- 
mation in_a general north ahd south 
strike just west of Virgin. Ol] seep- 
ages occur along the fault and east of 
it, and oll shales and sandrock are ex- 

sed in the cliffs. Of] streaks and 

ubble holes are found in a stratum of 
hard blue limestone, and in places the 
|shale is saturated with oil and burns 
readily. The seepages and other evi- 
dences of the presence of oll have been 
known to the Mormon settlers for near 
half a century, and oil claims have 
been held by prospectors in the dis- 
trict for at least six years. 

The formation east of the fault bein 
reguiar and undisturbed, the most 
promising ground appears to be on the 
benches and plateaus dipping north- 
easterly from the break, and there the 
first well was drilled by Pat Houlohan 
and the other Rhyolite men composing 
the Virgin River Ofl Company. 

The well was “spotted” by runn 
a line back from a cropping of oi 
shale and sand in a gulch below the 
cliff and following the dip of exposed 
strata. Calculations based upon a dip 
of 162 feet to the mile indicated that 
the first stratum of oll rock would be 
reached at a depth of about 600 feet. 
Drilling was begun on June 27, and in 
| twelve days ofl was struck at a depth 
' of 566 feet. The hole was put down to 
610 feet, and the oil came 200 feet up 
the well. Only thirty-seven feet of 
casing was used to shut off the surface 
water.

Ut is a leguminous plant 
which draws. free nitrogen from the 
air, not only for its own supply, but 
fills teh soll with it until, scientists 
Say, one year’s growth leaves the soll 
enriched by about $15 per acre. In 
other words, it would require the ex- 
penditure of that much for fertilizers 
to put the soil in the condition that 
the alfaifa makes it in one year. 

Mr. Smith has tried the experiment 
of plowing up a smal) acreage of al- 
falfa and planting the ground in wheat 
and other crops. He says that he 
‘tfound the soil — enriched and 

honeycombed with cane-like holes, 
ready te receive and hold moisture, 
and in fine condition for the reception 
‘lor the roots of other plants and trees. 
The wheat which he planted upon the 
‘lalfalfa ground attracted wide atten- 
tion for its green color and persistent 
her growth. 

Occasionally there are spots of al- 
faifa which are struck with the rot. 
*| Mr. Smith has found a remedy for this 
disease. It is to plow up such afflicted 
spots and plant them in sorghum or 
wheat. Teh elements which attack 
the roots of the alfalfa plant and pro- 
duce the rot are drawn from the soil 
by the sorghum and wheat, and the 
diseased places are soon cured and 
ready for alfalfa again. As a result 
of this great care which has been 
taken of the plant, the whole 1400 acres 
are in almrost perfectly ehalthy con- 
dition constantly. 

It is never necessary to replant al 
falfa, according to Mr. Smith. He 
isays that if the growth is suitably 
started cn land that is adapted to 
its culture, it will continue to pro- 
duce bie yields annually for an un- 
limited length of time. 

The ground for the first planting 
should be thoroughly prepared. r. 
Smith has the ground broken, ard 
then sub-soils with a sub-soller to 
depth of from sixteen to eighteen 
inches, drawn by six or eight mules. 
A disk harrow is then u , and this 
is followed by a tooth harrow. He

Not Like a Prison, but Resemblies 
@ Good Farm and industrial Home 
for the Unfortunate Boys Who Have 
Been Sent There — Substantial 
Trades Taught the Boys.

PRESTON, 
having just returned from a visit at 
the Preston School of Industry, located 
at Ione, Cal., and knowing that the 
people in general are interested in Ahis 
institution, he believes that there are 
many who do not have an idea of the 
good work which is being accomplished 
in behalf of the boys therein. There- 
fore I wish to mention some facts 
gained during my three days’ stay 
there. 

The school has 236 juveniles, all in 
good health, happy and contented. Not 
one death- in the past seven years. 
This fact of itself indicates that these 
boys have the best of care. This school 
is unlike a prison, as many of our peo- 
ple imagine. For instance, I know of a 
case in the city of San Francisco in 
which a prominent attorney defended 
a boy charged with crime. When the 
court decreed him guilty the almost 
heart-broken mother requested that 
her son be committed to the Preston 
school instead of to the State's prison. 
The attorney suggested that if it was 
‘his son he would prefer the State's

her own satisfaction, 
she is doing everything possible that 
her boy may be transferred to the 
Preston school, where there are no 
prison cells, no high walls, just a large 
farm containing 700 acres. 

It is truly a school of industry and 
culture. These boys afe engaged in 
tailoring, shoemaking, masonry, gar- 
dening and other healthy labor and 
trades. During the winter months they 
are in school one-half of each day. 
They are furnished with plenty of good 
substantial food, comfortable clothing, 

clean beds and out-of-door ex- 
ercise.

Randall, is very proud of his large 
family of boys, and manifests deep in- 
terest in their welfare. He is a master 
of very careful judgment, and his 
kindness has won for him the confi-

THE THERMOMETER’S ORIGIN. 


Invention of a Poor Man Whe Had 
Failed in Business as a 
Merchant. 

There is one little instrument in 
which the interest of all classes of peo- 


ple In this country never diminishes ert 


through al) the changing seasons of the 
year, from the first day of January to 
the last day of December. It regulates 
the business pulse of the nation and is 
the shrine to which men of all occupa- 
tions turn. And this little instrument 
is the thermometer, which bears the 
name of Fahrenheit. — 

Before the seventeenth century men 
could only judge of the amount of heat 
prevailing at any place by their per- 
sonal sensations, and could only speak 
of the weather in a very indefinite way 
as hot or very hot, cold or very cold. 
In that century several attempts were 
made by scientific experimenters by 
means of tubes containing oil, spirits 
of wine and other substances to estab- 
lish a satisfactory means of measuring 
heat, but none of them proved suc- 
cessful. Even Sir Isaac Newton,. who 
applied his great mind to this work, 
and also the noted astronomer, Halley 
failed in their attempts to produce a 
heat-measurer. 

A POOR MAN'S INVENTION. 

It was reserved to Gabriel Daniel 
Fahrenheit, an obscure and poor man, 
a native of Dantzig, to give to the 
world the instrument which has proved 
to be so serviceable to mankind. He 
had failed in business as a merchant 
and, having a taste for mechanics and 
chemistry, began a series of experi- 
ments for the production of thermome- 
ters. At first he made these instru- 
ments with alcohol, but soon became 
convinced that the semi-solid mercury 
Was @ more suitable article to use in 
the glass tube. 

Fahrenheit had removed from Dant- 
zig to Amsterdam and there about the 
year 1720 he made the mercury ther- 
mometer which has ever since been 
fashioned much like the original made 
nearly two centuries ago. 

The basis of his plan was to mark on 
the tube the two points, respectively, at 
which water ig congealed and boiled 
and to graduate the space between. He 
began with an arbitrary marking, be- 
ginning with 82 deg., because he found 
that the mercury descended 382 deg. 
more before coming to what he thought 
the extreme cold resulting from a mix- 
ture of ice, water and sal ammoniac. In 
he

Celsius, of Stockholm, goon after sug- 
gested the more rational graduation of 
a hundred degrees between freezing 
and boiling point. This was the centi- 
grade thermometer. Reaumur proposed 
another graduation which has been ac- 
cepted by the French. But by far the 
largest part of the civilized world 
Fahrenheit’s scale has been accepted 
and used with 32 deg. as freezing, 55 
deg. as temperate, 96 deg. as bloodheat 
and 212 deg. as boiling point. 

It is true that the zero of Fahren- 
heat’s scale is a solecism since it does 
not mark the extreme to which heat 
can be abstracted. This little blemish, 
however, does not seem to have been of 
any practical] consequence,

of Fahrenheit and scientists have pro- 
duced artificially temperatures far be- 
low any ever dreamed of by the ther- 
mometer-maker of Amsterdam. There

Produces Life With Chemicals. 


Prof. De Lage of Sarbonne has been 
successful in his experiments for the 
development of life with chemicals.

‘The Stereotypers’ Union for pur- 
poses of its own, has affiliated the 
electrotypers with ft in one unfon. Its 
seale provides for a discrimination 
against newspapers and in favor of 
these electrotyping shops whereby it 
will allow apprentices and helpers to 
them, but not to us. It fixes nine 
hours as a working day in them, while 
fixing seven and one- hours as 
the actual working day in newspaper 
offices. It allows its members to work 
in electrotype shops for $4 per day, or 
45 cents per hour of a fifty-three-hour 
week, while it now asks $1 per hour 
from newspapers. They have made 
their union so close a corporation that 
they have not enough men to g0 
around. 

“Competence has not been the con- 
trolling factor in admission to the un- 
ion. The union has abolished appren- 
tices and helpers in order to increase 
the number of fully paid stereotypers 
the supply of labor. It 
has Increased the cost of stereotyping 
by machinery as compared with the 
cost of hand stereotyping. We object 
to tts methods in loadi us with un- 
necessary mep and with tncapables. 
While papers are subjected to al! sorts 
of penalties for overtime work, emer- 
gency work, etc., the men pay no pen- 
alty for tardiness, poor workmanship 
or mistakes.”” 

Boycott Declared Unlawful.

gaining the world can only be paid with that which is 
more (in all the things of the world—with the unpur- 
chasable, unpriceable, human soul. 


Still is there no avenue of escape, no alternative from 
which to choose, save penury, want, self-abnegation or 
flaggelating asceticism with spiritual opulence on the one 
side, and an abundance of material goods with total ab- 


sence or sacri§ce of the most vital, spiritual essentials» 


of noble manhood and womanhood on the other side? 


There is no doubt that we may not so easily wax rich

The Improvements at Suez. 


The Suez Canal of 1907 is far different from that which 
was opened in 1869. As originally planned the channel 


was less than twenty-five feet deep, and so constructed | 


that it could not have accommodated the shipping which 
goes through today. It is now about thirty feet deep, 
and there are improvements under way to make its depth 
thirty-five feet. Since the beginning of last year ships

facilities have been greatly improved both at Port Tewfik | 


and at Port Said. Here at the southern end of the canal 
they are now dredging out basins which are intended to 
accommodate the colliers and tank steamers carrying 
coal oil, and at Port Said the coaling arrangements have 
been so improved that the largest steamers can load 
thousands of tons of coal in a very few hours. 


These improvements have been made on account of the 
crowded condition of the canal, and the imperative ne- 
cessity of deepening it in order to accommodate the big 
steamers now building. As it is it is a question whether 
thirty-five feet will long be deep enough, for ships grow 
bigger and bigger and their draft deeper and deeper from 
year to year. There has been a demand for a second ca- 
nal on account of the crowding, and the steamship own- 
ers of the world have complained again and again of the 
heavy tolls. Not long ago it was stated that the money 
was ready in London to build a British canal at a cost 
from $30,000,000 to $35,000,000, and it was suggested that 
such a canal might be constructed from the town of El 
Arish on the Mediterranean on the borders of Egypt to 
Akabah on the Red Sea beyond the Egyptian frontier. 
Such a canal would take advantage of the Gulf of Aka- 
bah, but it would, I am told, be still about twice as 
long as the Suez Canal. According to the concessions 
granted to the canal company any Egyptian canal made 
parallel to the present one will have to be made by ‘'t 
or with its consent.

AN INTIMATE VIEW OF ONE OF 
AMERICA’S NOTED MEN. 


By a Special Contributor. 


N acute and resourceful lawyer, Benjamin F. But- 
A ler’s repute was already coextensive with the na- 

tion at the beginning of the Civil War. The inci- 
dent of his having enjoined a mill wheel to successfully 
enforce phe payment of wages due a woman eli- 
ent, and many others of like character, have 
been long familiar to the schoolboys of America, 
but during the war and reconstruction period, no 
other American enjoyed such notoriety as he. I say 
“enjoyed” deliberately, for as other men enjoy the re- 
pute of their good deeds, Butler took delight in the stir 
excited throughout the nation by his acts, whether ap- 
proved or censured. He had vast abilities, legal and 
other, but he was picturesquely sensational. As a dis- 
tinctly military man he was regarded a failure, but his 
services to the nation as a military administrator of 
turbulent communities as at New Orleans and New York, 
were enormous. During this war period I more than 
once saw him on his occasional appearances in Wash- 
ington as followed by his mounted staff he rode dash- 
ingly up the streets of the capital, a veritable Claver- 
house in high boots and cavalier soft hat—a seeming in- 
congruity to one who haa associated him only with civil 


tionably the dash and courage of the soldier. One of 


the others, distinctly recall. It was in the later months 
of the war and emphasized the incident of one of his 
military failures as well as his readiness as a trained 
legal expert. A Los Angeles newspaper, as I observe, 
has recently taken for the text of an elaborate leader an 
alleged incident of the Civil War in which a military 
captain, ordered to capture a certain éortress, failed in 
the execution of the order and, on being reprimanded by 
the Secretary of War. reported to Mr. Stanton that the 
fortress could not be taken. 


The incident imperfectly remembered and stated by. 
the newspaper man is based upon the actual occurrence 
of Butler's failure on Fort Fisher in the last year of the 
Civil War. Walking on a day in the autumn of that 
year along a street in Washington, I looked from one 
street through an open window, and saw the general 
standing before a war map of Fort Fisher, demonstrat- 
ing with the aid of a pointer to a subcommittee of the 
Congressional Committee on the Conduct of the War the 
insuperable difficulties of taking that fortress. To a 
pointed interrogation by a member of the committee he 
was Saying: “Gent)emen, Fort Fisher cannot be taken.” 
At the instant occurred one of those singular freaks of © 
coincidence that have marred fortunes of military heroes 


in the street the cry of the newsboys: “Extra Star! 
Great Victory! Capture of Fort Fisher!” In another 
instant the news, by official telegram, was in the hands 
of the War Committee. 


“What do you say to that, general?” asked a member 
of the committee, of Butler, as he still stood before his 
map. “Fort Fisher is taken, you see, by Gen. Terry!” 

“All the worse for the fact. It had no business to be 
taken, I say,” replied Butler, with impertubable de- 
meanor. 


In the year after the war, as I recall it, at the begin- 
ning of the reconstruction era, Butler appeared in Con- 
gress to make there an ever-memorable impression. Al- 
ways a ready belligerent toward the world at large, he 


poor constituency of the Lowell manufacturing district, 
whose rights he had successfully defended in many a 
legal contest. He entered the House of Representatives 
like a stimulating northern breeze or as an animal) fresh 
from the jungles enters a cage of his modified fellows, 
born in captivity. Nothing like him had ever been seen 
there where he was a distinct and invigorating person- 
ality from the beginning. Powerful in speech, ready in 
debate, immensely learned legally, and practiced in all 
the arts of his profession, he was perfectly equipped for 
the legislative arena. Positive in opinion, his aggres- 
sive quickness simply amazed and at first astounded his 
less alert Congressional fellows, like a city man’s or 
lawyer’s practiced wit confusing the slower bucolic pro- 
vincial mind. He was not pretentious—fn no way as- 
suming the airs ‘of a learned and laborious student of 
law. He had simply absorbed it, with all the devices of 
his profession. It was his natural element. During his 
years in Congress, and later to the end of his life, he 
maintained three legal] establishments, or offices, re- 
spectively in Boston, New York and Washington. Soon 
after his taking up his official and home residence in the 
capital, it was my fortune, although so largely his 
junior, to become one of his friends and familiars, hav- 
ing previously been a visitor at his Boston offices; and 
my connection with the press, also, aiding his confidence. 
I came thus, as well as by his public performance, to 
know his enormous legal acquirements, and especially 
those fitting him extraordinarily for legislative func- 
tions. In addition to his several extensive law libraries, 
including to plethora the ordinary books of his craft, he 
had acquired, evidently at tremendous pains and ex- 


of the English parliamentary reports, general and spe- 
cial, extending back for 200 years and further. He was 
similarly equipped with the continenta) statutes, and 
could place his hand at will on any volume and page 
containing the particular information he wished. This’ 
I discovered by frequently observing him in his Wash- 
ington office making a study of subjects pertinent to 


questions before Congress, on which he invariably 


turned up an encyclopedia of knowledge, to the discom- 
fiture of any who opposed him. ‘ 


Though assuming none of the airs of a literary scholar 
and never using quotations merely for adornment, But- 
ler was equally well read in general literature. This 
seemed in him a matter of course, with his rounded in- 
tellectual equipment, 


With such plenary preparation for legislative duties, 
a member of the House of Representatives would natu- 
rally be an unusual force in that not oversophisticated 
body. But Butler was far more unusual than this. His 
terrible explosive power of repartee made him always 
feared, and most frequently in debate a deadly menace 
there. He was a veritable arsenal of the lethal weapons 
of personal controversy. Woe to the presumptuous 
member who had not taken this into account by expe- 
rience, or who, being new to the House, had not ade- 
quately measured the force he encountered. Butler had 
wit, wit extraordinary, when it seemed necessary. But 
it was not the wit of Stevens. Between these two there 
was never personal contention, owing to Butler’s tender 
respect and regard for his aged Pennsylvania colleague. 
The wit of Stevens applied to the subject-matter of de- 
bate, reducing by its flash his opponent’s logic to ab- 
surdity, leaving no personal] sting. Butler’s repartee 
was personal, and, when personally assailed, like the 
coil and spring of a serpent, fatal. He kept eight or ten 
clerks or intelligent assistants, as I recall the fact, con- 
stantly employed in securing political information or in 
making personal investigations. He had acquired in de- 
tail the history of every public man in the country-—- 
including that of each of his fellow-members of the 
House of Representatives—his personal pecadillos and 
his political inconsistencies. These stories he kept care- 
fully tabulated for convenient reference, in pigeon- 
holes in’ the desk of his large frame office attached to 
his Washington residence on K street. They were a 
part of his arsenal of weapons of retort against those 
assailing him personally on the floor of Congress. Again 
and again men with oblique histories, personal or politi- 


cal, went down on that floor under these unexpected 
shafts—quelled and helpless before the presented mir- 
ror of their supposed by them unknown or forgotten acts. 
Those, however, with clear records assailing him were 
hardly more safe ¢rom his withering satire. His caustic 
aggressions on Representatives opposed to the Repul-. 
lican scheme of reconstruction provoked frequent and 
bitter retaliation upon him from Democratic members of 
the House. These assailants, however, were uniformly 
and disastrously worsted and humiliated.

Butler, who had sat listening, appar- 
ently undisturbed, was expected by the Republicans of 
the House to reply to the New Yorker with a vigorous 
counterblast. The air was expectant. He arose and 
said, as I distinctly recall his words: “Mr: Speaker: 
I wish to speak on the subject before the Heuse. As to 
the remarks of the gentleman across the way, I should 
simply say in the words of the boy on the streets: ‘Shoo 
fly, don’t bodder me.’” He then proceeded with an 
argumentative speech on the subject under debate! A 
roar of merriment burst from the united body of the 
House, Republican and Democrat.

RESERVATIONS WHERE SEAGULLS; 
RAISE BrRooDs.

HERE may be a dew bears in southern and west- 

ern wilds who are not on friendly terms with | 

President Roosevelt, and several wild turkeys are 
hidden in the woods of Virginia glad to have escaped the 
honor of meeting the Chief Executive.

Many a trans-Atlantic voyager has leaned comfortably 
on the rail of a liner on a sunny day and watched the | 
strong-winged gulls sailing gracefully above and all | 
about him. He has watched them many hundreds of 
miles from shore, their white and gray plumage shim-

The society finally got the government interested in its 
work, and succeeded two years ago in having set apart 
as a national bird reservation two groups of small 
islands off the coast of Florida and one group off the 
Louisiana coast at the mouth of the Mississippi River. 

It is to the latter reservation that President Roosevelt 
has just added another preserve adjoining the original 
reservation, as it is called. By executive order just is- 
sued the Tern Island Reservation, which comprises the 
“Mud Lumps” at the mouth of the Mississippi, has been | 
set apart for the birds of the sea, and the Federal gov- | 


ing the “infant industries” of the country with the tariff. 

On this southern coast the government has taken two 
distinct types of birds under its sheltering wing—the 
gulls and the pelicans. The latter find safe breeding- | 
places on the Florida reservations, the most important

Here among the grasses and salt marshes they thrive, 
laying their eggs in the sand and hatching their young 
under the watchful eyes of keepers. These keepers are 
now in the employ of the government, although the Au- 
dubon Society formerly raised funds by popular subscrip- 
tion t6 pay them, and does maintain a number even 
now, independent of the Federal authorities. 

By some unexplained instinct the terns seem to know 
they are protected, and they virtually cover the little 
island. They vary in size from nine inches long to two 
feet. and in color from white to bluish-gray and darker 
shades to almost black. In the winter months thousands 
of ducks also find refuge on the tern reservations. 

By far the most interesting of the protected birds, 
however, are the. pelicans, the big ungainly creatures 
which are always the delight and wonder of the visitor 
to the zoo. The white and brown species are found off 
the Florida coast and Pelican Island, near Sebastian, is 
an ideal spot for the birds to br Here in the warm 
climate especially suited dor them they live in peace, un- 
molested by the hunter or the egg collector.

Ob- 
servations seem ,to prove that in transmitting earth- 
quake waves our globe behaves as if it were a solid 
throughout, which indicates that the molten matter un- 
der the crust is under such pressure that it acts as an 
elastic solid. Grea’ increase of pressure toward the 
center gives it . enormous rigidity, probably between 
that of Bessemer steel:and nickel steel. This indicates 
that no currents can circulate at great depths, and it 
is obviously untrue, as some geologists imagine, that 
liquid lava is expelled from deep down in our globe. 


Down Twenty Miles. 


The roots of our volcanoes are seldom deeper than 
twenty miles, Dr. See said. 
from great depths since earth's crust began to form. 
No currents were stirring at any considerable depth 
even when the surface of earth was wrapped in flaming 
fluid. Not even have our world-shaking earthquakes 
been known to originate at a greater depth than thirty 
or forty miles. Earthquakes arise either in the crust of 
earth or in the layer just beneath. Deeper movements 
would be far more terrific thin our world-shaking earth- 
quakes of today, but would be of more nearly equal in- 
tensity throughout the world. The preservation of the 
ruins of some of our oldest classic temples proves that 
no really deep-seated convulsion of earth has occurred 
within the last 2000 or 3000 years. Such supposed con- 
vulsions as have always been popular in geology have 
not really taken place, for the great continents have 
not greatly changed their places. All important 
changes in the earth’s crust have been due to externa! 
agencies, principally earthquakes caused by the leakage 
of the seas and seldom extending below fifteen or twenty

A GREAT NAVAL BATTLE FouGutT 
ON THE PACIFIC OCEAN. .

T% HE dawn began to break behind the fleet, the first 
pale gleams tipping the waves with silver and mak- 


ing the great hulks of the ships faintly visible 


through the blackness. The light grew stronger, and. 


soon the details of the great fighting. ship on which 
Catheart stood began to appear in the murkiness. To 
starboard and port, 200 yards away, steamed the great 
Louisiana and Kentucky, and behind them and the 
Oklahoma, on which he was standing, came ship after 
ship, plunging sullenly along and roughly shouldering 
the little waves out of their course.

Desert housekeeping requires a system of its own. In 
the setting up of the culinary department, especial atten- 
tion must be paid to the desert air which is distinctly 
peculiar. It is as if the atmosphere were composed of 
invisible little workers with a mission—millions upon 
millions of infinitesimally small indefatigably indus- 
trious' workers or agents whose life work is to seek out 
and dissipate moisture. For example, a fat, plump, 
glossy preserved prune, if left exposed, will quickly 
shrivel into something almost as hard, rough and dull 
as a peach stone. It is the same with apples, vegeta- 
bles, cake, ete.: so the camp kitchen outfit must include 
a cellar or refrigerator of some sort. 

For this purpose and also for all-around usefulness, 
just get the big round tin cans which butchers use for 
packing lard. These tins are of about seven-gallon ca- 
pacity, and empty ones can usually be obtained for the 
asking at desert bakeries and restaurants. Excellent 
bins these cans make in which to store and keep all 
sorts of provisions: say one for cereals, one for dried 


fruits, raisins, figs, ete, Another for apples; one for |

ONE OF Most UNIQUE TREES IN 
THE WORLD. | 


By a S pecial Contributor. 


stands a high and bold promontory which fronts 
the Pacific. It is known locally as the “Point of 
Pines,” and on it stand several groves of a singular and 
solitary species of pine. Our leading scientists tell us 


3 S OME eighteen or twenty miles north of San Diego 


that this self-same species is found in no other part of | 


the world. Remote from other trees, a unique feature in 
treeless Southern California their occurrence in just 
this spot has been the subject of much speculation. The 
gist of all these surmises, telling how little is really 
known of either their origin or destiny, is summed up 
briefly by Prof. Lemmore: 

“The Lone Torrey Pine is doubtless the struggling ves- 
tige of a once vast forest occupying a far northern re- 
gion, but, driven southward by the glacial ice, and at- 


the crest of the mesa. On the highest points of the 


2 weatherbeaten cliffs several trees rise to a considerable 
» height, their contorted limbs and wind-blown foliage 
~ bidding defiance to the elements. On the sides of the 


sheltered ravines and washes, slightly protected from 
the ceaseless buffeting of wind and weather, under its 
most favorable circumstances of growth the tree pre- 


: sents a sturdy, clean, upright appearance. It is never 


tall enough to be stately, for it seldom reaches over fifty 
feet in height. 
| Once seen the image of the tree, like that of a striking 

personality, never fades completely out of mind. The 
Torrey pine is a pine all by itself. Its average height is 
from 30 to 40 feet. The trunk is extremely short, aver- 
aging in typical specimens from 15 to 20 inches in diame- 
ter. The thin, slightly ridged bark lies in small, irreg- 
ular gray plates, showing glints of reddish cinnamon 
brown through its fissures. The limbs which make out 
from its stocky trunk are widespreading, having an up- 
ward trend at their tips, giving the tree its characteris- 
tic upright appearance. The needles, borne in fives, are

tempting to return, is now stranded on this hospitable 
shore; or, as some will declare, these singular trees 
may be the precursors of a coming aggressive, conquer- 
ing species destined to reforest the southern coast hills.” 


A rare and beautiful spot is the home of the Torrey 
pine. To the west the bold sandstone cliffs rise to the 
height of 200 feet, presenting an impregnable front to 
the blue Pacific. On its precipitous sides only the most 
daring sea birds find footing, and on the shoals which 
skirt its base is heard the ceaseless beat of the surf. 
To the north one looks down on the shimmering salt 
Jazoons at the mouth of the Soledad Creek. To the east 


the mesa breaks off into innumerable cafions and 


guiches. In this rugged and picturesque natural park 
lie scattered in groups or singly some two or three hun- 
dred trees of all sizes and ages. These pines, never 
ranging ¢urther than a mile inland, present to the eye 
of the observer a most interesting commentary on the 
strennouw struggle for existence. On the seaward side 
they form dense mats in which they creep and crawl 
persistently up the barren rocky washes until they reach 


of the fascicles gives the tree its rigid effect. The 
staminate catkins appear from January to March. -They 
are dense, golden yellow, and vary in length from 1% 


brown color when mature. The various sizes and shapes 
and shades are due to the fact that the cones take sev- 
eral years to mature. The first year they are small, 
resinous bunches, borne erect on the ends of the limbs. 
The second year they increase in size, become green 
and semi-globose. The third year they become reflexed 
and change from green to a rich chestnut-brown. At 
the end of this year they are fully grown. They are 
broadly ovate, 4 to 6 inches long, weighing from one 
to three pounds, and are armed with short, stout spines. 
By the fourth year, after most of the seeds are dis- 
charged, they lose their rich luster and are pushed off 
by the growth of the tree, becoming the dull wooden 
things you may pick up under the trees out of the range 
of tourists. The nuts, covered with a thick, hard shell, 
are large and edible, having the flavor of the eastern 
butternut.

_ Owing to the recent introduction of the kilometric 
ticket, travel is not as expensive as formerly, and as 
generally believed, and it is quite possible to travel first- 
class over nearly all of Spain for $100, First- 
class kilometric tickets are purchasable for little more 
than third-class rates; accepted on nearly all railway 
lines and good for many months. This ticket may be 
used by one individual or, by a party, presumably rela- 
tives; application must be made at the railway offices, 
several hours and in many cases several days in advance, 
and with the deposit of ten pesetas, a photograph of the 
person or persons wishing to use the ticket. Outside 
agents will arrange tickets to suit buyers and are more 
expeditious in acquiring them, and the sma!!] commission 
they expect is wisely invested.

Taller Electric Poles Needed. 


As a compromise between municipalities and property 
owners on the oue hand and lighting, power, and trans 
portation companies on the other, it has been suggested 
that poles for wires be erected so that from surface to 
cross-arm there shall be forty feet of space. This dis- 
tance allows sufficent space to grow a large-sized shade 
tree without serious mutilation, and even .if the center is 
kept cut out at this height it does not interfere with 
health or effectiveness of tree. One other scheme is 
still better—place the poles in the alley or along rear 
property line. This latter privilege would readily be 
granted by many property owners if the poles could be 
removed from the street in front. Several companies 
could also use the same poles. 


Damage to Street Trees by Wires. ee 
Damages to street trees by burning from electric wires

The Carob Tree. 


If rapidity of growth is not a primary consideration, — 


the Carob tree, or St. John’s Bread, will prove a valu- 
able street tree in waterless sections. After the first 
year they will maintain themselves without other water 
than the winter’s rains, though the result will be a tree 
of such stocky, sturdy growth as to render pruning off 
all lower branches absolutely necessary for two or three 
years at least. Where irrigation may be given, the 
growth is more rapid, but they should never be watered 


after the lower branches are high enough to clear the | 


heads of pedestrians, otherwise the growth will prove so 
rank that a general beading-in will become necessary. 


The tree is much more tough than the pepper, and 
cannot be so easily torn or uprooted by wind. After 
attaining a growth of from thirty to fifty feet in height 
it becomes one of the handsomest of trees for street 
alignment. The pods, which gave it the name of St. 
John’s Bread, are readily eaten by all kinds of stock 
and even relished by some humans. It is no uncommon 
sight to see childrén in Southern California chewing the 
sweet, pulpy pods. In fact,

i's REDEMPTION BUREAU.

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is not difficult to have every dollar redeemed if only 
small portions of the notes can be ¢dound. A few bits, 
so hopelessly charred as to seem to the ordinary eye but 
a small accumulation of ashes, may prove redeemable 
for thousands of dollars. Little pieces no larger than 
your finger nail are every day redeemed for the face 
value they represent. All that is required is to show 
that the originals have been destroyed. 

Uncie Sam has made millions of dollars by his paper 
cash which has been accidentally destroyed. Every 
penny that is not handed in at the Treasury Depart- 
nfent for redemption is so much in his pockets. Take, 
for example, the first issue of fractional currency which 
was put out in 1863. Of the 5-cent notes more than 45 
per cent. has never been asked payment for. The same 
is true of 30 per cent. of the 10-cent shin plasters; 20 
per cent. of the 25-cent notes, and 12 per cent. of the 50- 
cent notes. It is shown by the figured Treasury totals 
that of the $20,000,000 worth of these smal) notes first 
issued, more than $4,000,000 still remain in the clothes 
of the government. Four subsequent issues of these 
small notes, or shin plasters as they were called, ran the 
total up to $447,000,000, and more than $11,000,000 addi- 
tional has never been called for, leaving the Treasury 
$15,000,000 ahead of the game on the fractional currency 
or shin-plaster game. 

These small notes were easiiy destroyed or lost, espe- 
cially during “war times,” and millions are now in the 
hands of curio collectors and individuals who keep them, 
knowing that each day adds to their value. In 1870 a 
Treasury commission appointed by Congress made up 
its mind that $8,000,000 had been lost or destroyed, and 


Congress accordingly turned that amount of the $10,000,-4 


000 appropriated for redemption of fractional notes over 
for the payment of pensions. Since that time experts 
have derided that more than $1,000,000 has been lost and 
destroyed, and that $14,000,000 yet remains outstanding.

AN ENGLISHMAN WHO CHAMPIONS : 
AMBIDEXTERITY. 


From Cassell’s Journal. 
() F the hundreds of thousands of readers of the Sat- 


urday Journal, there is probably not I per cent. who. Here are his views on the subject:

they can their right? Why is this? Why should the 
left hand be the odd-job hand, so to speak, or Cinderella, 
of our arms? There is an extremely interesting man 
who can clearly explain why it should not. I refer (ob- 
serves a representative) to Mr. John Jackson, whom I 
went to see the other day. Mr. Jackson is the founder 
and honorary secretary of the Ambidextral Culture So- 
ciety, and is doing all he can to encourage parents to 
bring up their children in such a way that their left 
hand shall be of as much service to them as their right. 
I asked Mr. Jackson how he came to champion the 
cause of ambidexterity. i 
“I perceived its advantages when I was bringing out 
my writing system,” he replied. “Judged ¢rom the utili- 
tarian standpoint, ambidexterity has everything to rec- 
ommend it. Take a person who writes to a considerable 
extent. How great would be. the benefit to him if he 
were able to change his pen from the right hand to the 
left. Ambidexterity would lessen his fatigue enor-

“The reason so many writers break down is that they 
work one lobe of the brain instead of distributing the 
labor over two, the result being that one Fide of the 
body becomes overtired.

A man engaged in handicraft on becom- 
ing two-handed would be worth more than he was when 
he was one-handed, because he would be a more efficient 
workman. In every possible way he would be better 
off if he was ambidextrous. 

“Let me ‘refer to the case of the file cutters of Shef- 
field. They sit astride stools with a hammer in the right 
hand and a chisel in the left, and on account of the con- 
tinual use of the grasping muscles of the left hand they 
suffer from cramp and weariness of this hand, the con- 
sequence being that years before they are worn out they 
are incapacitated—incapacitated permanently by cramp, 
as numbers of writers are. Now if they were am bidex- 
trous they would be able to relieve their grasping mus- 
eles by working their hands alternately, and they would 
be wage earners for a much longer period than they are 
under present conditions. ; 

“Then, again, think how many men forfeit their means 
of livelihood when they lose their right arms. If they 
were ambidextrous, hundreds of them would be able to 
carry on their trades almost as well after amputation of 
the rigkt arm as they were before.” |

“No. I am convinced that ‘we were all intended to be 
ambidextrous. The majority of infants don’t naturally 
use their right hand in preference to their left. Their

“The principal arguments in favor of ambidexterity 
are these.” Mr. Jackson went on. “(¢1) Analogy, (2) rea- 
son. (3) anatomy, (4) utility, (5) experience. As to No.

sided creature. No. 2. There can be no situation in life 
where the power and faculty of a perfect two-handedness 
can be other than an advantage to the individual—on the 
contrary, it cannot be beneficial to possess an awkward, 
inefficient, unreliable and partly-developed limb. No. 3. 
Both hands are exactly similar in construction, sensi- 
tiveness, responsiveness, and in executive ability. 

“No. 4. Two-handedness or a perfect ambidexterity is 
essential to numerous occupations, as in piano, organ, 
and violin playing, and is of incalculable service in hun- 
dreds of handicrafts. No. 5. Every ambidexter bears 
unqualified testimony to the daily value of his bimanual) 
skill, not only in the relief from brain fag and muscular 
overstrain, but in the production of more and better 
workmanship.” 


“Do you say, Mr. Jackson, that we should employ our 
two hands in doing two different things simultaneously?” 

“I don't advocate that, but it can be done. knbw of 
an instance ofa little girl who, while she was penning 
a letter with her right hand, penned a totally different 
one with her left, and clerks who are ambidextrous often 
write with both hands simultaneously. No, my aim in 
pushing the cause of ambidexterity is to bring about the 
symmetrical development of the brain and body. If you 
worked both hands simultaneously you would be fa- 
tiguing both sides of your brain and body. It is the in- 
terchangeable use of*both hands that will prove such an 
incalculable boon. 


“So it is far better to turn from one side to the other; 
and in this connection I may mention that of the two 
lobes of the brain, which are joined intimately together, 
it is the left which drives the right hand. The other lobe 


—the right one—is in sympathy with its fellow, and 


wants to drive the hand over which it has control. It is 
only reasonable, therefore, that each hand should have 
its turn of work. 


“Sir Walter Parratt, master of the King’s music, is 
one of the most remarkable examples of ambidexterity 
I can cite. Simultaneously he can indite two different 
letters and carry on an intelligent conversation with a 
friend, and he can play an accompaniment to an elabo- 


rate choral service with one hand while he is writing a’ 


letter with the other. Sir Victor Horsley, the surgeon, 
is also a perfect ambidexter. He performs operations 
with either hand, with equal success and certainty. So 
does Dr. Simeon Sneil, the oculist. Gen. Baden-Powell, 
who is one of our vice-presidents, when his right hand 
was badly lacerated by a dog, wrote his reports and his 
plans and drew his maps with the same ease with his 
left hand as he had been accustomed to do with his right. 


“*There is no doubt.that the value of ambidexterity 
from a military point of view is immense. I do not con- 
sider a man is a thoroughly trained soldier unless he 
can mount equally well on either side of his horse, use 
the sword, pistol and lance equaliy well with both hands, 


and shoot off the left shoulder as rapidly as from the . 


right.’ 


“There is still another side of the matter,” said Mr. 
Jackson presently. “As I stated in a recent lecture, it 
has been known for many years by those whose work it 
is to study brain development, that by the cultivation of 
both hands the memory is sensibly and permanently 
strengthened.” 


Before leaving, I requested Mr. Jackson to tell me 
how we can become two-handed. ; 


“You can begin to learn at any time,” he replied. “It — 
is best to start when you are young, but a lot can be-> 


done with practice. A parent should offer things to his 
child now with his right hand now with his left—indif- 
ferently, that is to say. No distinction should be made. 
just as no distinction is made between the two little legs 
in walking.”

We have a cucumber pest, a Mexican orangé 
pest, » Gypsy moth and perhaps many others to guard 
neninst. Ae it is well to make the quarantine rigid and 
general. Every fruit-growing county in the State should 
have a thorough system of pest exclusion, and the inter- 
ests of the orchardists should be most vigorously pro- 
tected by this and all’other means that can be devised. 
California, though far ahead of the times'in excluding 
insects, or in their destruction, is only at the beginning. 
When a great railway company acknowledges that its 


interests as a fruit transporter are conserved by strict 


inspecting and quarantine regulations, every fruit 
grower should show much greater activity in the pro- 


mulgation and enforcement of all laws for the suppres- | 


sion and exclusion of insect pests. 


Chinese Farm Help. 


HE late meeting of the State Grange gave a quietus, 

perhaps, to the agitation among the farmers for a 
modification of the Chinese exclusion act allowing a 
limited number of Chinese to enter California as ranch 
hands.

Yellow Scale Parasites. 


HAD occasion recently to inspect a lot of lemon trees 
badly infested with the very common yellow. scale. 
Everywhere ‘the so-called golden chalcid fly was found, 


and the days of the scale were consequently numbered. 


Perhaps the work of these parasites and that of the 
Aphelinus fuscipennis upon the San José scale numbers 
with the achievements of the Australian ladybirds in 
the extermination of the white scale. It is true, the 
yellow scale becomes very abundant, as in the case above 
noted. But it is no longer considered, a pest. The para- 
site of the San José scale, as noted by Prof. J. 
ten years ago, has practically destroyed this pest south 
of San Francisco. This species of the Aphelinus breeds 
throughout the entire season,

The White Fly in Oroville. 

TATE HORTICULTURAL COMMISSIONER EL- 
S WOOD COOPER appeared before the Board of Super- 
visors Monday. and made a statement to them relative to 
the existence of the white fly here. The most important 
points relative to the situation adduced were as follows: 

The white fly has been found infesting about thirteen 
blocks of the city, but has not as vet been discovered 
elsewhere, indications pointing to the fact that it has 
not been here much over a year. 

The parent fly is now dead, and the pest is now in the 
egg state. It will soon pass into the larval state, and it 
will be March before the winged fly will again appear.

“Now. as to the way to get rid of them on the farm. 
In the town or the city it is impracticable; but on a 
farm all that is required is a gun and a little persistence. 
My own punitive methods consisted in using up forty or 
fifty BB caps through a small, 22-caliber rifle. There 
were six or seven pair of sparrows on the place. After 
three or four got their leaden doses, the others became 
exceedingly wary. The warfare was continued, however, 
without missing a day, including some very long, chance 
shots, made from the interior of the rooms. I think ft 
was not more than two weeks after the opening of the 
campaign that the last sparrow winged an indignant 
flight to some more peaceful locality, and beyond a stray 
visit once in a while, the place harbored no more spar- 
rows for three years. The killing commenced in the 


early breeding season, spring, and the birds soon made | 


up their minds that things were entirely too strenuous 
for the successful rearing of the usual four or five 
broods. The place has always been full of birds, and I 
cannot say for sure that the other birds increased after 
the exit of the sparrows; certainly there was less bird 
fighting about the house, and the wrens and bluebirds 
built regularly under the piazza roof. Two-thirds of 
the sparrows were scared away, not killed. What deter- 
mined me to hostility was when a pair of them tore a 
bluebird’s nest to pieces and proceeded to appropriate 
the location in the piazza.” e 

The “Santa Ana” of California. 


HE duststorms of the San Gabriel Valley are de- 

scribed by Prof. George E. Hale in the following quo- 
tation from his report in the Annual Volume for 1996, 
of the Carnegie Institution of Washington: 

{ have previously alluded to the duststorms which 


sometimes enter the San Gabriel Valley through the Ca- 


jon Pass from the Mahove Desert, and those much rarer 
storms in which the dust is carried by the wind com-' 
pletely over the Sierra Madre Mountains. In the more 
common form of duststorm (the so-called “Santa Ana’’) 
the dust enters the valley in a fairly well-defined mass 
and proceeds westward along the cafion of the Santa 
Ana River. In approaching the coast it spreads over a 
large area and diffuses itself with tolerable uniformity 
through the lower atmosphere. I have seen from Mount 
Wilson a duststorm in the region of Riverside which in 
twenty-four hours had spread itself over Los Angeles 
and Pasadena. When it reached this part of the valley 
there was almost no wind, and the dust seemed to dif 
fuse itself through the air. Such storms sometimes com-

Heredity in Plant Life. 


HE general principles of heredity formulated by Men- 

del give much promise in the way of crop improve- 
ment through more systematic methods of breeding. It 
is believed by many biologists that Mendel’s law offers 
in part a solution to some of the perplexing problems in 
plant and animal improvement. It is too early, how- 
ever, to predict what benefits can reasonably be expected 
from its application. This law attempts to reduce to 
a mathematical basis the characteristics of the progeny 
of Mants and animals: a certain percentage having the 
individual characteristics of each parent, and a certain 
‘percentage the blended characteristics of both parents. 
It is not too much to expect that the proposed law with 
modifications will do much to place the science of plant- 
breeding upon a rational! basis. 

In the case of corn, careful selection of seed has re- 
sulted in the production of plants which have a tendency 
to produce an additional ear,

In cirrhosis of the liver there 1s diminution in vrize 
of the organ. Several varieties are described by the 
doctors, 
the same in all cases, There is usually loss of flesh 
of large quantities of gas, distention of the abdomen, 
disturbed sleep and constipation. The great predispos- 
ing cause of this disease is the free consumption of alco- 
holic beverages. Cases are also sometimes attributed to 


trouble. 

As to treatment, the editor would recommend, to be- 
gin with, a partial fast of three weeks, eating nothing 
but fresh tomatoes, say about a pound, twice a da). 
Canned tomatoes are objectionable, because they usually 
contain salicylic acid, or some other preservative. You 
must get all the @resh air and exercise you can, espe- 
cially bending and twisting exercises. Gardening is 
good work; osteopathic exercise is good, also mechani- 
cal Vibration over the liver. Riding on cars or automo- 
biles'is good vibratory exercise, also a trip on the 
ocean. That is an excellent thing to stir up a torpid 
liver. A thorough hydropathic treatment is recom- 
mended. Failing that, every other night take a wet 
pack over the middle of the body—several folds of linen 
wrung out of cold -water and covered with flannel. A 
cold shower bath in the morning is good, if you are not 
too feeble. You can help by giving yourself a thorough 
kneading and thumping over the region of the liver, 
morning and evening. Alcohol must be absolutely 
avoided, also coffee and nicotine. Also avoid animal fat, 
gravies, condiments, starch foods, butter, cream and 
eggs. Eat freely of salad plants and sub-acid fruits.
